More gloom as 
drugs firm joins 
the jobs exodus

HUNDREDS more jobs are at risk in 
Harlow after pharmaceutical giant 
GlaxoSmithKline this week con¬ 
firmed plans to shut down part of its 
sprawling research and develop¬ 
ment centre in Pinnacles. 

Almost 250 staff working at the 
drugs firm’s New Frontiers Science 
Park have been told they will have to 
relocate to sister sites in Ware and 
Stevenage - or else face redundancy. 

The move comes two years after 
the company sacked almost 400 staff 
in a shake-up of its R&D operations 
worldwide, and less than two weeks 
after almost 800 Harlow jobs were 
put at risk by Tesco’s plans to close 
its fresh food depot in nearby Flex 
Meadow. 

GSK claims the reshuffle will 
“increase collaboration” across its 
R&D departments while helping to 
slash overheads, but critics - includ¬ 
ing Harlow MP Robert Halfon and 
local councillors - have branded the 
plans disastrous for the town’s econ¬ 
omy. 

A company spokesman told the 
Star: “We want to create the best 



possible work environment, 
approach, skills and technology to 
ensure that GSK continues to be a 
leader in R&D in the UK for the next 
10 to 20 years. 

“These plans are at an early stage of 
development, and we are providing 
employees with a view of our pro¬ 
posed intentions before we have the 
detail on proposed locations and 
timing.” 

According to the spokesman, staff 
redeployment could begin later this 
year, although the majority of transi¬ 
tions will happen in early 2014. 

“When we have identified the best 


location for staff we’ll be consulting 
on proposals,” he added. 

Once one of the town’s biggest 
employers, the planned reshuffle 
means GSK will soon only have a 
handful of staff working at the site in 
Pinnacles. 

The firm’s withdrawal has also 
raised fresh concerns over its pro¬ 
posed investment into Harlow’s 
much-vaunted Enterprise Zone, 
which has been billed as a ‘silicon 
valley’ for medtech firms.

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Tesco depot workers could face pay cut 


TESCO’S embattled distribution 
centre staff could face further 
woe with pay cuts and “inferior” 
terms and conditions on their 
renegotiated contracts, union 
bosses have claimed. 

The impending closure of the 
depot in Pinnacles has put 800 
jobs at risk, and the Star now 
understands that employees are 
being asked to take a pay cut 
from £12 to £8 per hour. 

Staff union USDAW, which is 
currently locked in consultation 
talks with Tesco staff and man¬ 
agement, this week branded the 
supermarket giant’s plans an 
“attack” on staff. 

USDAW Divisional Counsellor 
Phil Waite - who is also a mem¬ 
ber of Harlow Council’s Labour 
cabinet - said: “The closure of 
the Tesco distribution centre has 
come as a devastating blow to 
those staff affected. 

“We believe the closure is an 
attack on terms and conditions. 


Crimewatch in 
second appeal 
over fire deaths 

A FATAL arson attack which claimed the 
lives of five children and their mother in 
Harlow is to become the focus of a sec¬ 
ond televised Crimewatch appeal. 

Dr Sabah Usmani, sons Sohaib (11), 
Muneeb (9) and Rayyan (6) and daugh¬ 
ters Hira (12) and Maheen (3) all lost 
their lives after the blaze ripped through 
their end-of-terrace home in Barn Mead 
on October 15. 

Police believe the fire was started 
deliberately by burglars who raided the 
house earlier the same night. 

The sole survivor, Dr Abdul Shakoor, 
will be interviewed for the BBC pro¬ 
gramme, which will also feature a recon¬ 
struction of the events leading up to the 
blaze told from his perspective. 

Film crews will begin shooting footage 
in Barn Mead on Wednesday ahead of 
the programme’s broadcast later this 
month. 

Police hope it will help jog the memory 
of potential witnesses. Officers are try¬ 
ing to trace Dr Shakoor’s stolen black 
Toshiba Satellite laptop and identify two 
teenagers seen riding bikes near the 
house on the night of the fire.

“The strategy Tesco adopted at 
the Fenny Lock depot in Milton 
Keynes recently was to shut the 
site in 2011 and reopen the depot 
on inferior terms and conditions, 
for staff.

“If this is the case, Tesco will 
reopen the site and emplov 


cheap migrant labour at exploit¬ 
ative rates, putting severe pres¬ 
sure on services and housing 
across the town.” 

But Tesco’s Media Relations 
Manager Lizzie Roberts said it 
was too early in the consultation 
process to draw conclusions. 

She added: “As part of our con¬ 
sultation process we will be talk¬ 
ing to each colleague to look at 
all the options open to them. 

“Across our distribution net¬ 
work, our combined pay and 
benefits package for drivers and 
warehouse staff is benchmarked 
and always in the top 25 per cent 
of the industry offer. 

“While pay rates at each distri¬ 
bution site are determined by the 
local market, we are committed 
to helping colleagues who wish 
to take on a new role, and will be 
working with USDAW to consider 
how we can support each person 
through that transition with 
training and financial support.”

Bluraiie murder trial 
prompts CPS review

AN internal investigation has 
been launched by the Crown 
Prosecution Service after it 
emerged the killer of Eystna 
Blunnie was not prosecuted for 
allegedly strangling his pregnant 
ex-partner two months before he 
beat her to death on a Harlow 
street. 

Tony McLernon (24), of North 
Grove, Harlow, was jailed for 27 
years last week after being found 
guilty of Ms Blunnie’s murder. 

During the two-week trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, it 
emerged that the tragic 20-year- 
old - whose unborn daughter also 
died following the brutal attack on 
June 27 last year - had reported 
McLernon to police after he alleg¬ 
edly tried to strangle her on April 
9.

Her origi¬ 
nal police 
statement 
was read 
out to the 
court, in 
vhich she 
aimed he had 
squeezed her throat 
to the point her unborn baby had 
started to kick out in distress. 

But despite Essex Police passing 
on details of the allegations to the 
CPS, the decision was taken not to 
prosecute - even though 


McLernon had a well-document¬ 
ed history of domestic violence. 

The court had heard he was 
charged with common assault in 
October 2007 after punching 
then-girlfriend Kimberley 
Mitchell in the reception of 
Harlow Police Station, while the 
following year he was accused of 
assaulting another ex in the street 
after threatening her with a kitch¬ 
en knife. 

Following McLernon’s convic¬ 
tion last week, Grace Ononiwu, 
Chief Crown Prosecutor for the 
eastern region, said an investiga¬ 
tion was now underway to find out 
why he was not prosecuted earlier. 

“This has been brought to my 
attention by the Judge in this case 
as part of the trial,” she said. 

“I am directing a review into a 
previous decision and will only be 
able to comment further once that 
review is completed.”

SIR, Following your article on 
housing reforms and what Labour 
are wrongly calling the “bedroom 
tax” (Star, March 7), I wanted to 
make sure readers have the full 
facts. 

Firstly, there is genuine 
protection for the vulnerable. 
From next month Harlow Council 
will have access to a generous 
£155m fund to help social tenants 
who have difficulties paying their 
rent - particularly those who are 
disabled or have other special 
needs regarding children. Next 
year, this will be topped up with 
an extra £125m. 

Conservatives in Government 
have created these funds because 
it is the first duty of society is to 
help the vulnerable. It is up to 
Harlow Council to make sure that 
our town gets its fair share. 

The council has also been 
boosted by a cash windfall 
of £500,000 thanks to new 
housebuilding. Indeed, they are 
using some of the cash to hire 
new staff, but if they wanted to 
they could easily use this to help 
tenants. 

Instead it has increased council 
tax, hiked up its budget for 
councillor allowances, closed 
the welfare rights and advice 
centre and brought in a new 
shopping tax on everyone who 
parks at the town’s shopping 
hatches. Local councillors must 
take responsibility for their own 
actions rather than seeking to 
blame everybody else. 

We do need to help social tenants 
to find housing. One of the biggest 
issues that residents raise with me 
in my weekly surgeries is housing. 
Right now across the country 
there are over 250,000 families 
cramped into overcrowded 
accommodation. They urgently 
need more space. The waiting list 
for Harlow Council alone is still 
at around 4,000 families. We need 
more affordable housing. 

That is the driving force behind 
the Government’s reforms to 
housing benefit. 

This is not a bedroom tax as no 
one will be charged anything more 
from HMRC. The reforms will 
mean that people will continue 
to get housing benefit for all the 
rooms that they use, but no more. 
Now it is up to Harlow Council. 

It has the cash and the powers 
to secure extra protection for 
pensioners, the disabled and 
members of the Armed Forces. I 
am urging councillors to use the 
money to help Harlow people 
most in need.

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We need new Ml 1 junction to keep town moving 


I KNOW that traffic congestion is 
a major frustration for residents 
who want to be able to travel 
around the town without any 
delays. 

I know it is also frustrating for 
local businesses as traffic delays 
can cost them money. Most of 
Harlow’s business activity takes 
place in the north and west of the 
town as this is where the town’s 
industrial areas are located. 

Traffic congestion can be a 
reason why businesses don’t 
expand or invest in Harlow. The 
council believes it is time to get 
these problems sorted out for 
both residents and businesses and 
this is why it is campaigning for a 
new Junction 7A on the Mil. 

Harlow is in a great location 
within easy reach of the Mil and 
the M25, but being so close to the 
busiest motorways in the region 
also creates serious traffic 
congestion in the town. Whenever 
there is an accident or roadworks 
on either motorway we see more 
cars and lorries heading to or 
coming from the Mil to drive 
straight through the town, 



bringing our roads to a standstill. 

A new junction to the north of 
the town - in the right place and 
with the right connection to 
Harlow - would reduce congestion 
because traffic could join or leave 
the Mil at a different point. 

We are making our case to the 
Government, standing up for 
Harlow to try to ensure the town 
gets the investment it desperately 
needs. Most similar towns and 
cities have two motorway 
junctions and if Harlow is to 
develop now and in the future 
then its major transport routes 
need to be improved. 


T HIS week households will 
receive their annual council 
tax bills. Following the 
Government’s recent welfare 
reform changes, some families 
will be receiving a bill for the very 
first time. 

This bill shows households how 
much they will pay towards 
services provided by Harlow 
Council, Essex County Council, 
Essex Police and the Essex Fire 
Authority. 

Although Harlow Council 
collects the tax, it only receives a 
small proportion of the total 
amount. 

Out of every £100 of council tax 
collected in Harlow only £17 goes 
towards services provided by 
Harlow Council. This pays for 
services like refuse and recycling 
collections, street cleaning, parks 
and open spaces, paddling pools 
and The Playhouse. 

The rest goes to Essex County 
Council (£70), Essex Police (£9) 
and Essex Fire Authority (£4). 

Harlow Council receives a small 
amount but continues to try to 
deliver a lot.

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Tackling domestic 
violence must be a 
priority, says Stride 



LABOUR parliamentary hopeful Suzy 
Stride has given her backing to a 
campaign to stop violence against 
women and young girls. 

Speaking during a visit on Thursday 
to charity Safer Places in Bush Fair, 
Harlow, ahead of International 
Women’s Day, Ms Stride said the 
Government needed to do more to 
tackle the issue of domestic violence. 
She used the visit to support The One 
Billion Rising campaign which takes 
its name from the statistic that one in 
three women around the world will be 
beaten or raped during their lifetime.

TWo-year project to 
safeguard marshes

WORK has started on a two-year pro¬ 
ject to revitalise and preserve an 
important wildlife habitat in Harlow. 

Harlow Marshes, off Burnt Mill Lane, 
has been described by conservation¬ 
ists as a “unique and valuable” wet¬ 
land. 

The £43,000 scheme is being led by 
Essex Wildlife Trust and Harlow 
Wildlife Projects and will halt the 
break-up of the habitat by improving 
6.4 hectares of wetland within the 
reserve which supports a wide range 
of plants, animals and insects includ¬ 
ing meadow rue, warblers, snipe and 
dragonflies. 

Funding has been provided by the 
BBA Stansted Community Trust, 
Natural England and The Veolia 
Environmental Trust. 

Some 2,000 square metres of new 
reed-bed habitats will be created, 
while work will also be carried out to 
improve ditches, return grassland to 
original floodplain level and establish 
three shallow pools. 

Other work scheduled for comple¬ 
tion during the course of the project 
include the widening of a bridge to 
improve access and allow annual cut¬ 
ting and grazing of an isolated section 
of grassland. 

Rebecca Banks, of the Essex Biodiv¬ 
ersity Project, said: “Harlow Marshes 


are an increasingly rare, species-rich 
floodplain habitat. This, coupled with 
its urban riverside location, makes it a 
unique and valuable site for both peo¬ 
ple and wildlife. 

“This work will boost the site's habi¬ 
tat potential and its role as an impor¬ 
tant amenity resource that will pro¬ 


vide educational and recreational 
benefits to local people, whatever 
their age or ability.” 

She added: “This area serves as an 
important green lung for the residents 
of Harlow, contributing to overall 
wellbeing and providing a suite of 
health benefits.”

£10k gift to cancer unit 

A CHEQUE for £10,000 has been 
presented to the breast cancer clinical 
trials unit at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital by a charity set up to carry on 
the work of a young woman who died 
from the disease. 

The Maria Falco Trust was started in 
memory of Maria Falco, who began 
raising money when she was first 
diagnosed with the disease. 

She was treated in the breast cancer 
unit at St Margaret’s Hospital in Epping 
and at Princess Alexandra Hospital, but 
sadly passed away in 2005. 

Maria’s father, Mike Falco, said: “We 
want to carry on fundraising because 
the trials have real treatment 
outcomes.” 

Ashraf Patel, associate specialist in 
breast surgery, said: “The Falco family 
are fantastic long-term supporters of 
our clinical trails unit. 

“Without them we could not have 
undertaken some of our most 
important research.”

Halfon praises work 
of drug project team

HARLOW MP Robert Half¬ 
on has described as “aston¬ 
ishing” the work of a local 
drug treatment facility 
during a visit to meet staff 
and people who use the 
service. 

Passmores House, in Third 
Avenue, has been run by the 
Westminster Drug Project 
since April 2011. It helps to 
rehabilitate people addict¬ 
ed to drugs and/or alcohol. 

“It has been an eye-opener 
and quite inspirational,” Mr 
Halfon said after the visit. 
“I have met with staff and 
residents who are recover¬ 
ing from severe drug use 
and been able to speak to 
lots of people involved. 

“It’s quite astonishing to 
see lives being transformed 
for the better. 

“We are very lucky in 
Harlow to have a residental 
rehabilitation project like 
this and I will be asking the 
Government to invest much 
more in this area.” 

The drug treatment centre 
offers several different ser¬ 
vices which fall under the 
categories of detoxification, 


stabilisation and rehabili- 
tion. 

Westminster Drug Project 
chairwoman Yasmin Batil¬ 
wala said: “We were able to 
explain to Mr Halfon the 
complex causes of addic¬ 
tion and its impact on so 
mnay other aspects of life, 
such as relationships, empl¬ 
oyment, housing and men¬ 
tal health. 


“We discussed how well- 
intentioned government 
policy can, in fact, often 
have unintended conse¬ 
quences and how important 
it is to focus on treating 
people on a needs basis, 
rather than a purely budget 
basis.” 

She added: “While both 
community and residential 
rehabilitation are neces¬ 


sary, there is a clear cohort 
of patients for whom resi¬ 
dential is the best option , 
and sometimes a life-saver. 
Passmores House exists for 
these people.” 

Passmores House helps 
adults aged 18 or over with 
all levels of dependency and 
drug or alcohol problems. 
Provisions for offenders are 
also available.

Players raise a laugh from a tale of 
sadness, hope and ordinary people 


ON paper there isn't much to laugh 
about in Alan Ayckbourn's Life of Riley, 
the latest production from Moot House 
Players. 

A man learns that he has just a few 
months to live. Meanwhile, his friends 
hurt themselves and their partners in 
unhappy relationships. 

But on stage and under the direction of 
Jon McNamara, this unpromising scenario 
came to hilarious life. 

George Riley's friends decide that the 
best way to take his mind off his tragic 
future will be to enrol him in an amateur 
dramatic performance of 'Relatively 
Speaking', another Ayckbourn play. 
George, who is never actually seen, 
contrives to repay his friends for their 
kindness in an unexpected way. 

There are three couples in the play 
and, as Tolstoy might have said, each is 
unhappy in their own way. 

Rehearsing their lines in the forthcoming 
production, Kathryn and Colin reveal the 
lack of genuine communication in their 
lives. Bridget McAlpine and Michael Rees 
were wholly believable - and very, very 
funny - as a couple whose relationship is 
a cycle of misunderstandings and failures 
to be heard. 

Bridget wickedly captured Kathryn's 
irritation with her kindly but desperately 
dull husband, whose keenest interest lies 
in co-ordinating the times and chimes of 
his two grandfather clocks which, like the 
couples in the play, are all too often out 
of sync.

friend Jack, an insensitive and unfaithful 
businessman, married to Tasmin, played 
by Catriona MacLeay. 

The third couple are George's estranged 
wife Mary (Angela Hodgson), and her 
new partner, Simeon. Geoff Leeds 
captured tongue-tied farmer Simeon's 
frustration while Angela portrayed the 
pain and conflict of a woman still drawn 
to her old love, even when this threatens 
her new relationship. 

All their lives are shaken up when 
George, a man who makes women feel 
they matter, separately invites the women 
to take a trip with him to Tenerife. When 
they each accept, their partners are forced 
to confront their own failings, and for the 
first time begin speaking from the heart. 

It seems that George was playing a game 
of his own to fix the flaws in his friends' 
lives. 

At his funeral, sadness is mixed with hope 
the couples will find happiness with one 
another now they are communicating. 

Like Colin's clocks, they just needed 
winding up. 

Ayckbourn creates drama from what 
seems to be the mundane and day-to-day. 
The MHP cast had the audience laughing 
at both the sadness and the absurdity of 
ordinary lives.

FOR more than a decade, Lock, 
Stock & Two Smoking Barrets 
has spawned an array of home¬ 
grown crime thrillers awash with 
dodgy geezers, graphic violence 
and Cock-er-ney rhyming slang. 

If the recent big screen version 
of The Sweeney and now 
Eran Creevy's heavily stylised 
Welcome To The Punch are any 
indication, the wheeling and 
dealing is moving into Docklands. 

The glimmering skyscrapers, 
strip-lit office blocks and swish 
riverside apartments of Canary 
Wharf, which served as a 
backdrop to Regan and Carter's 
investigation last year, provide 
an equally stunning setting for 
this high-stakes game of cat and 
mouse involving a tenacious 
police officer and an elusive 
criminal. 

Max Lewinsky (James McAvoy) 
is an inexperienced yet ambitious 
detective who attempts to single- 
handedly take down notorious 
criminal Jacob Sternwood (Mark 
Strong). Disobeying orders, Max 
chases after Jacob without any 
back-up and is shot in the leg. 

Three years later, the battle- 
scarred detective is gifted a 
chance at redemption when 
Jacob's son Ruan Sternwood 
(Elyes Gabel) is arrested at an 
airport in connection with a 
bungled heist and shortly after 
calls his father for help. 


Jacob secretly enters the 
country and meets up with 
associate Roy Edwards (Peter 
Mullan) to check on his son's 
condition. "The police are going 
to make an example of him 
because of you,'' confides Roy. 

At the hospital, Max and his 
long-suffering partner Sarah 
Hawks (Andrea Riseborough) 
wait patiently for Jacob to make 
his move. 

But as hunter and hunted orbit 
one another, they are unaware 
they are being drawn into a 
deeper conspiracy involving a 


hired killer (Johnny Harris) and a 
spin doctor (Natasha Little). 

Welcome To The Punch is 
an engrossing if somewhat 
underpowered thriller, hung on a 
serpentine plot that cocks a snook 
at the political establishment. 

McAvoy and Strong are both 
solid in highly physical roles, 
allowing the tears to flow 
in quieter moments tinged 
with tragedy and heartache. 
Riseborough is woefully short¬ 
changed but makes the most of 
her limited screen time. 

Harry Escott's urgent score 


creates a brisk tempo for the 
action sequences including the 
opening heist and a four-way 
nightclub shootout that trades 
heavily on slow motion to relish 
the sight of actors sliding and 
somersaulting through hails of 
bullets. 

Inevitably, cops and robbers are 
remarkably unskilled with their 
weapons, spraying entire clips at 
their intended targets but only 
hitting the fixtures and fittings. 

When a bullet eventually 
scythes through human flesh, it's 
presumably a fortuitous ricochet.
